Honor Coleman Priest 
Who Will Leave Pass 
For New Post 


COLEMAN GRAVES BEING 
DESECRATED BY VANDALS 


It has been brought to the attention of this paper that graves in 
the Coleman cemeteries are being damaged by vandals. Flowers and 
shrubs are being pulled up by their roots, and in some cases being 
dug up. Tombstones are being scratched and "written upon. To you who 
are responsible for this desecration, you may think that it is smart 
and that the last resting place of departed loved ones is only a place 
for you to exert the meanfiess that is in your heart. Do you understand 
the loving care and work that goes into the care of these final 
resting places of the departed? If so why do you do these tffmgs? 
We doubt that anything that we can say will reach your understand¬ 
ing but if we do' will you exert as much energy in helping to keep 
these graves beautiful? We certainly hope you will. It is hoped that 
anyone who sees vandals at work in our cemeteries will immediately 
inform Chief of Police Corsan, and I feel that they will certainly be 
brought to account for their deeds. We are not going to say that 
all of this vandalism is being done by misguided youths, but that 
older persons have had a hand in this disrespect for the dead. You 
may not respect the living, but you must have some respect in your 
heart for the dead, so let's see you shew it. This paper will do all 
in its potter to see that the person or persons responsible for this 
vandalism are brought to account.

BLAIRMORE — Many eyes in 
the Crow's Nest Pass were turned 
skyward Wednesday to view a bal¬ 
loon moving in the sky.

A box-like 
affair hung by a netting over the 
balloon was discernable when 
viewed through glasses. The bal¬ 
loon, it is thought, is used for 
studying wind currents and other 
weather conditions.

Masons and Elks sadly donned 
their full regalia Saturday after¬ 
noon to pay their last respects to 
their beloved fellow member, W.

At their side practically 
the whole town, and many from a 
distance, crowded the United 
Church and streamed up the hill 
behind the impressive funeral cor- 
tage for the old timer who had 
left his mark so clearly in the com¬ 
munity where he dwelt so active¬ 
ly for fifty years. 

72 years old Mr. Chappell was 
born in Nottingham, England, Dec. 
31, 1883, arriving on Canadian 

shores January 1904: In 1948 he 
retired from the chief accountancy 
at West Canadian Colleries, having 
sat as chairman on many sports 
committees, school board, war loan 
drive and assisted wholeheartedly 
with civic affairs. The leisure of 
his retirement was utilized into 
a driving force for United Church 
affairs, at which he became one 
of the mo&J, (efficient church treas¬ 
urers in Alberta. The present fine 
set up in the outstanding United 
Church work in Blairmore is con¬ 
sidered basically due to his fine 
work on the church board and 
board of Stewards. 

Pall bearers for the rites were 
Arthur Williams, Pete Montalbet- 
ti, Lome Chrystal, Harold Pink¬ 
ney, Sam Bannan and" A. E. Har¬ 
per. Honorary bearers were R.

The full 
Blairmore United Church choir 
sang their last respects with 
“Rock of Ages” and assisted the 
congregation in “I Do Not Ask, 
O Lord” and “Jesus Lover of My 
Soul.”

Mrs. Arthur Hicks ('Edith) of Ed¬ 
monton and eight grandchildren. 


Today, the complaint isn't so 
much about the picknickers as 
about the drivers who in their 
rush to get away from the heat 
of the city, hit for the open road 
right after work. Tired from a 
busy day in office or factory, they 
gather their families, load up the 
trunk and start off for lakeshore 
or mountains. They may not re¬ 
alize it, but they are among the 
greatest traffic hazards and are 
responsible for many of the 57,000 
traffic accidents that occur on 
Canadian highways during the 
summer holidays. 

There are, of course, many rea¬ 
sons for traffic accidents. Alfred 
L. Moseley, a psychologist at the 
Harvard School of Public Health, 
recently completed a series of tests 
on fatigued drivers and proved 
that every driver who is over-tired 
is risking his own and other peo¬ 
ple’s lives when he takes the 
wheel. A co-operative colleague 
stayed up all night and then using 
an instrument called a Roado- 
meter, “drove” for several hours 
while the psychologist measured 
his reactions. Slowness on the 
brakes, clutching the wheel and 
other bad driving habits were not¬ 
ed as fatigue increased. A cup of 
coffee and a cigarettte provided 
necessary but not lasting pickups. 

This was an extreme case, of 
course, but it demonstrated the 
importance of avoiding drowsiness 
when driving and it led to a num¬ 
ber of safe driving rules which 
could help to reduce the toll of 
summer accidents. 

1. Don't start a trip right after 
work. Get a good night’s rest and 
start fresh in the morning. 

2. Plan a coffee break every 100 
miles or so. If there are few road¬ 
side stands or restaurants, take a 
thermos of hot coffee with you. 
Pull off to the side of the road, 
drink the coffee and get out of 
the car to stretch your legs. 

3. Avoid driving at night when¬ 
ever possible. The most dangerous 
period is between 5 and 8 pm. 

4. If you feel drowsy, pull off 
the road and have a nap. 

5. If possible, have another driv¬ 
er along to spell you at the wheel. 

6. Observe all traffic rules — 
but, most important, stop driving 
when you feel tired.

Southern Alberta Old Age Pensioners 
And Senior Citizens Will Hold Rally 
At Crows Nest Lake August 14th 


The hunter’s Alberta will have 
a new look in 1955. Not only that, 
but this year’s hunting regula¬ 
tions, released today by the Ca¬ 
nadian Wildlife Service of the De¬ 
partment of Northern Affairs and 
National Resources show that 
there’ll be lots for sportsmen in the 
oil province to be happy about this 
autumn. The open season on 
migratory game birds has been ex¬ 
tended, and the bag and posses¬ 
sion limits for ducks have been 
raised in this province. 

The new look comes from the 
inauguration of a zoning system, 
which divides Alberta into two 
hunting areas. The dividing line 
is the 56th parallel west from the 
Saskatchewan boundary to the 
5th meridian, north on the 5th 
meridian to the 58th parallel, and 
west along the 58th parallel to 
British Columbia. 

Open season in the northern 
. zone for ducks, geese, rails and 
coots, except wood ducks and 
Ross's goose, begins on September 
1 and ends November 30. In the 
southern zone it’s legal, to shoot 
the same species from September 

7. to December 10. Last year the 
.season didn't open until Septem¬ 
ber 14, and closed December 4. The 
season on Wilson’s snipe in the 
northern zone opens September 1 
and closes September 30, and in 
the southern zone this species is 
under hunting pressure from Sep¬ 
tember 7 to October 8. 

The daily bag limit for ducks 
has been increased to 10, with an 
increase in the possession limit to 
40 birds, of which not more than 
20 may be species other than mal¬ 
lard. Other daily limits remain the 
same as last year — five geese, 
10 rails and coots (in the aggre¬ 
gate), and eight Wilson’s snipe. 

Shooting methods and weapons 
similar to those in 1954, appear in 
the Migratory Bird Regulations, 
and on posters which will be 
available before the opening of 
the 1955 season.

Have You a 
Question On 
Unemployment Ins. 

Following are some questions 
with answers which may fee of in¬ 
terest to you. 

Q. I am 22 years old. I started 
at the mines in 1948. Was em¬ 
ployed , at Cadomin, Luscar and 
Robb up till 1953. That year I went 
to Vancouver, B.C., and while at 
the coast I got into trouble. My 
own carelessness and bad company 
landed me in jail for a year. When 
I got my parole last November I 
applied for insurance benefit 
at Edson. My application was 
turned down. I have been drawing 
very little 'benefit since I started 
to work in 1948. For short periods 
only. I will admit, the year spent 
in jail I paid nothing to the in¬ 
surance fund; but I did for years. 
If there is anything you can do 
for me regarding this matter it 
will be greatly appreciated. 

A. To qualify for benefit you 
must have paid at least 180 daily 
contributions in the two years im¬ 
mediately preceding the date of 
your claim, of which 60 contribu¬ 
tions must have been paid in the 
last year or 45 in the last half 
year. In some circumstances, the 
two-year period may be extended, 
up to a maximum of four years, 
such as a period spent in non-in¬ 
surable employment, or if you were 
engaged in business on your own 
account or if you were incapable 
of work because of sickness or in¬ 
jury. You evidently could not ful¬ 
fill any of the above requirements 
and therefore no extension could 
be allowed to you. 

Q. I have been paying unem¬ 
ployment insurance contributions 
since its inception. I drew benefit 
for four weeks in 1954.1 was mar¬ 
ried last year and I worked five 
weeks this year between February 
and April. Am I entitled to ben¬ 
efit? 

A. You would 'be unable to qual¬ 
ity for benefit during the two years 
immediately following your mar¬ 
riage unless 

(a) you were discharged by your 
employer because of his pol¬ 
icy not to keep women in is 
employ after marriage, or 

' b) you had worked for at least 
60 days subsequent to the 
date of your marriage, or 

(ci you had become the bread¬ 
winner on account of your 
husband having died or be¬ 
come incapacitated for work 
or become permanently sep¬ 
arated. 

Q. I am working in a hospital. 
Why are we not covered by unem¬ 
ployment insurance in any hospital 
of the province of Quebec or else¬ 
where? 

A. The Act excludes employment 
in a hospital which is not operated 
for purpose of gain, unless the hos¬ 
pital elects to insure its employees. 
The exclusion is due chiefly to 
the strong representations made 
by the hospitals that the cost of 
the contributions payable would 
cause additional hardship feirice 
most hospitals at present are un¬ 
able to pay their full operating ex¬ 
penses. 

Q. Explain why a claimant who 
finished a benefit year with a 
number-of days still to his credit 
may find himself in a position 
where he cannot collect these un¬ 
used days. 

A. The Act allows a period of 
one year in which to draw benefit 
to which a claimant is entitled at 
the time of his implication. In 
most cases a claimant who does 
not draw all this benefit in that 
time is able to immediately re¬ 
qualify. 

Q. I am moving from Montreal 
to the west. What should I do 
about my unemployment insur¬ 
ance? 

A. If you are drawing benefit in 
Montreal and intend to move to 
the west, you must tell the local 
office in Montreal what you in¬ 
tend to do. As soon as you arrive 
at your destination, you must re¬ 
port to the local office there and 
give all the information necessary 
in order to have your claim trans¬ 
ferred to that office. If you are 
simply moving from one job to an- 
* other, take your insurance book 
with you and give it to your new 
employer. 

Q. I am changing my work, and 
the new job is not in insurable 
■employment. What should I do 
about my insurance book? 

A. You should send or bring in 
your insurance book to the nearest 
local office of the Commission for 


safe-keeping and ask for a receipt. 

Q. Can the money paid to the 
Unemployment insurance Com¬ 
mission be withdrawn when one 
ceases to be injured after chang¬ 
ing 'jobs? In the negative, is the 
money credited to us in case we 
would be insured again in the fu- 
, ture? 

A. The contributions previously 
made on your behalf are not .re- 
' fundable but they remain to your 
credit for a limited period and are 
taken into account in computing 
your future benefit, rights, should 
you subsequently return to insur¬ 
able employment and later be un¬ 
employed and in need of benefit.

(Friday, August 18, 1854) 

(Waterloo enemies fighting 
together.) 

Most people will be aware that 
the emperor Napcfeon I gave di¬ 
rections by his will for the distrib¬ 
ution of a large sum of money 
among those who had fought the 
battles of France under his com¬ 
mand. Circumstances " prevented 
for a considerable period the op¬ 
eration of this bequest, but it has 
at length been put in the way of 
accomplishment by tlVe present 
Emperor of the French, and in 
the official journal of Tuesday 
last appeared the necessary or¬ 
dinances for the purpose. Now, 
whatever may have been the spec¬ 
ulations of Napoleon I on this 
point, we may very safely conclude 
that he never anticipated the ful¬ 
filment of his wishes more than 
30 years after his decease, through 
the agency of a Napoleon III, seat¬ 
ed, by the Grace of God and the 
will of the people, on the throne 
which he had himself filled. But 
another feature of this incident 
is more remarkable still.' At the 
veiy moment when, by virtue of 
unexpected events this Imperial 
legacy to the wounded at Water¬ 
loo is at last made recoverable, 
the comrades and successors of 
these very soldiers are fighting 
shoulder to shoulder with the men 
who were then their enemies. The 
will of the great Napoleon has only 
taken effect at a period when all 
the ideas and combinations of his 
age have been utterly superseded 
—when a French empire has been 
recognized as symbolical, not of 
war, but of peace, when French¬ 
men and Englishmen are the tru¬ 
est allies, and when an antagon¬ 
ism which shallow politicians call¬ 
ed eternal has been exchanged for 
a friendship based on that most 
substantial of all grounds, the 
common convictions of the two 
nations. 

The Times recalled the cor¬ 
diality with which the Orleanist 
monarchy was recognized after 
1830. In fact the Entente Cor- 
diale came into existence under 
Louis Philippe. The cordiality of 
The Times had been sometimes 
chilled in the interval. 

THE QUEEN’S CORALS 
Loan to Natural History Museum 

'•By our Museums correspondent) 

The Queen has placed on per¬ 
manent loan at the British Mu¬ 
seum (Natural History) the col¬ 
lections of corals from the Great 
Barrier Reef and of shells from 
the Maidive Islands which were 
given to her during her Common¬ 
wealth tour early this year. The 
corals were a gift from the people 
of Queensland, and the shells from 
the people of the Maidive Archip¬ 
elago. 

The Natural History Museum 
has, also, acquired by bequest the 
late Surgeon-Commander Mal- 
■ colm Cameron’s important col¬ 
lection of beetles of the family 
Staphylinidae, or rove beetles. 
These beetles are of world-wide 
distribution, and are marked by 
having short wing-cases. Some 
20,000 species are known, the most 
familiar British kind being the 
Devil’s Coachman. Commander 
Cameron, who died a month ago, 
devoted the last 30 years of his life 
to studying and writing about this 
group of beetles. His collection 
contains 35,000 specimens of 9,200 
species, of which 3,300 species are 
represented by the “type speci¬ 
mens” — a “type specimen” being 
the actual example from which a 
species was first described in 
scientific literature. Type speci¬ 
mens are therefore of primary im¬ 
portance for all further work on 
the groups to which they belong.

Oil Company 
To Change Name 

CALGARY, July 28 — The So¬ 
cony-Vacuum Oil Company of 
Canada Limited will change its 
corporate name to Mobil Oil of 
Canada Limited on August 1, H. 
R. Moorman, general manager of 
the company announced today. 

Its headquarters office in Cal¬ 
gary, formerly the Barron Build¬ 
ing have been renamed the Mobil 
Oil Building. The company will 
continue' its exploration and pro¬ 
ducing activities in the Canadian 
West and its automotive and in¬ 
dustrial lubricants will continue 
to "be distributed by Imperial Oil 
Limited. 

“The chief purpose of the 
change”, Mr. Moorman declared, 
"is to link our company’s name 
more closely with our products, 
mony of which contain the word 
mobil’ in their brand name. Our 
products have been marketed in 
Canada for more than 40 years, 
and we were concerned that many 
people did not connect the pro¬ 
ducts with the company. We hope 
cur new name will make this 
identification clearer'’. 

Mobil Oil of Canada has been 
hunting for oil in Conada for more 
than 12 years, during which time 
its staff has grown from less than 
a ,dozen to nearly 800, more than 
five out of six of them being Cana¬ 
dians.

Devilled 
eggs, sliced meat, chicken salad- 
fact any cooked protein food 
made into sandwiches or packed 
separately should be kept cold, not 
merely cool. Even butter will stay 
firm if kept cold, and everyone 
can have fun making their own 
sandwiches. So keep this in mind 
when you are packing the food for 
your picnic. 

If you have an insulated con¬ 
tainer for the food that should 
be kept cold you are all set, but 
if not, you can easily improvise 
;. A large cooking pot such as 
preserving kettle with a lid 
makes an effective picnic “ice 
chest.” Cover the bottom with a 
thick layer of crushed ice, .then 
place the food in plastic bag

No more red 
stripes on 
bacon packages 

OTTAWA.—No more red stripes 
are to be used on bacon wrapp 
after June 30, it is announced by 
Hon. Paul Martin, federal health 
minister. 

Commenting on the federal 
health department’s decision Mr. 
Martin said the use of red stripes 
various types of bacon pack¬ 
ages was considered to be not 
the best interests of the consum- 
public. Purchasers could be 
misled as to the quality of the 
product when the stripe was used. 

The matter was brought to 
attention of the industry and with 
their co-operation June 30 was 
agreed upon for the replacement 
of red striped wraps by wraps con¬ 
taining no red lines. 

During the first week in July 
officers of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s Food and Drug division 
will be actively engaged in check¬ 
ing the retail market to ensure 
that striped wrappers are no 


layers of paper or towels or i 
blanket around the kettle to act 
an insulator.

Another suggestion is to fill 
small-sized plastic bags with 
crushed ice or whole ice cubes, 
close them securely and pack them 
around the glass jars or plastic 
bags filled with food. As the ic« 
melts water will form in the bags 
but it; will not spill out if they 
are tightly closed. Be sure to test 
the bags for leaks before filling 
them with ice. Just run water into 
the bags and if there are any 
holes the water will spout out 
through them. 

Even though we all like to feel 
it can’t happen to us, the danger 
of food poisoning is ever present 
and especially so during the hot 
summer months. At this time of 
year extra precautions should be 
taken both in preparing and keep¬ 
ing foods. All fresh vegetables and 
fruits should be thoroughly wash¬ 
ed before eating and all cooked 
foods should be refrigerated, say 
the home economists of the Con¬ 
sumer section. 

It is a good idea to check your 
refrigerator daily for leftovers 
and to use them as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Harmful germs or bacteria 
grow and multiply at room tem¬ 
perature and they thrive especial¬ 
ly on foods made with milk, broth 
and gravies. For this reason, then, 
it is very important to keep foods 
refrigerated, especially such cook- 
foods as custards, chicken 
salad, potato salad, poultry dress¬ 
ings, creamed chicken and roasted 
meats. If you take care in pre¬ 
paring these foods and the others 
for your picnics, and keep them 
cold, you need have no worries 
about unpleasant after - effects 
from your outings this summer.
